PLAYERS CURBED

BY NEW CONTRACTS

Clause 3 Prohibits Barnstorm-

ing, Football or Other Ath-

letic Sport.

FULTZ WAS STAR IN 1J)02

Br SHORTSTOP.
One feature of the new ball player's

contract which has never been dis-

cussed owing to the ball player's strike
Is that the new document Is so worded

as to prevent any future barnstorming
trips, or the participation In any other
outdoor sport football, basketball, In
side baseball or any other atnietic sport.

In fact the clause might be so Inter
preted to prevent a player ice skating or
Indulging In any oil door activity wh ch
might come within the definition of ath- -

i

The clause dealing w th this case is
cleverly worded. While the plaer signs
iur irciluu
player actually binds up his activities ,

for the entire twelve months. Inasmuch (

as the contract reads that "The player
further ngrees that during tho term of
this contract he will not. except with tho
consent of league, engage during
the league season, or at any
other time In any game or exhibition
of baseball, football, &c."

While In one part of the contract It is
Btated that the player "during tho term
of this contract" is bound to these con-

ditions. In a few lines further down the
fact Is mentioned that he Is bound not
only for the league season, but for "any
time."

Will Prevent Daraatormlag.
Whether this clause would stand a

legal acid test, n. test case In the court3
would have to bring forth. There Is no
question, however, about the interpreta-
tion which the major league club owners
will put on It. While the Idea of a
twelve month contract was rejected by
the National League through clause 3

the owner certainly Intends to have
Jurisdiction over the player throughout
the year.

It also Is Interesting to note that thn j

contract reads, the player must appeal
to the league and not to his club for per-

mission to engage In any outside exhibi-
tion game.

This clause strictly enforced will pre-
vent nil barnstorming trips, winter
leagues of major league players, big
leaguers managing basketball teams, as
Hans Wagner used to do. or playing
football, ns Jim Thorpe did last fall.

One interesting feature of It Is: If a
one year contract expires can the player
be held by this clavse If his contract
lasted only from April to October? The
clause Jn question follows:

Clause S. The player agrees to render for j

th rluh owner, al such times and nlares
during the term nt this contract as the club
on ner shall ileelgnate. his best services as a
ball player; and he agre to keep himself
in th' best possible physical condition from
the date bereot until the termination nf
this contrail: and the violation of cither
of the forerolng provisions ot this para-
graph shall tie ttirh a breach or contract
js shall entitle the club owner either to

this contract forthwith, by written
notice, or to sus;end the player, by written
notice, without pay until the club mvner
is satisfied that the playrr is ready, able and
billing to reum his services in the manner
